Be.alao aliuded to 
Captain Carey's evidence, by which ho waa 
shewn that. over two thousand’ could bo 
carried in: the Powan. with difety, 
He submitted that there were a. great 
many circumstances which should intuca 
Hia Worship to mitigyte the penalty, He 
called attontion to tha regulations in force 
with.ragard tosteam launches, The figures 
he said had been arbitrarily -arrived at, 
The rule of the Board of Trade for ascer- 
taining the namber.of passengers to be car- 
ned iu smooth-water steamers was to divide 
the number of superficial feet on deck by 3 
aud tho aftor-oabin spaco by 9, and the 
sum of the. two quotients waa the number 
of passenyors which should be carried. 
That; said tho learaed Counsel, was 
a gensible way of arriving at the num- 
ter—it was not weight, but space that 
had to be considered. ThelOsmpany bad 
done no moral wrong, bad been ‘guilty of 
no morul offence, - 1t rested with His Wor- 
ship entirely what fine he should infilet, if 
he made up his miud to inflict a fine at all, 
The Company deserved the sympathy and 
support of every man inthe Oolony. “He 
endeavonred to shew that the Magistrate, 
had p.wor to réduce the penalty as be 
thought fit, and read the Ordinance. so 
empowering him, : 

Mr Sharp seid that was framed provious 
to the Ordinance at present iu question. . 

Mr Brereton theu continued to say that 
if the English Aot bad buen in force here, 
there would have been no breach. And 
he asked fis Worship to dismiss the case, 

Mc Sharp said that. the Court. had only 
to deal with the Mrdinance. He alluded 
to the dangers of overcrowding in the orse 
of collisidns or fire, and -called attention to 
the case of the Princess dlice.. He thought 
the Police hed only done their duty, and 
that his friend had gone rather far in his 
allusions both to the police and the gontle- 
men who framed the Ordinance. He al 
luded to the insufficiency of boats, 


Mr Brereton said they bad tho number

Mr Sharp continued, commenting on tho 
absence of proper precautions being taken to 
prevent overcrowding: if there were turn- 
stiles or something of that sort in uso, the 
overcrowding. might bo prevented. Tho 
Police at Canton would lend ‘every assist. 
ance if applied to. Tho learned counsel 
aubmitted that the Magistrates had no 
option but inflict the fall penalty, and 
that whatever view H. E, the Governor 
took of the case was another matter.
